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Grade School Addition 
Proposals Lose; Vote 
Largest For District 

Board Canvasses Vote But 

Makes No Statement 

of Plans 
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The proposal to build an addition 
to the Antloch Grade school through 
a $350,000 bond issue was defeated. 

The proposal to build the addition 
lost 101 to 222, and the bond issue 
lost 174 to 235. 
*It was the largest vote in the his- 
tory of the school district, Principal 
Richard Whitncre said. 

The board met immediately af- 
terward in canvassing the vote and 
adjourned until the next meeting, 
Jan. 8. 

No statement was issued by the 
board members and no comment 
was made on what future action It 
would take. , 

While there was no way of tell- 
ing" how the people voted it was sig- 
nificant that 174 parents voted and 
there were 175 votes which favored 
the bond issue. 

There was indication through the 
difference in the vote on the two 
propositions that the voters favor 
an addition but did not approve the 
extent of plans as reflected in the 
bond issue. 

That there was much interest in 
the referendum was shown by the 
heavy voting during a cold winter 
day with much snow on the high- 
ways over which rural residents had 
to travel. 

The canvass of votes by the board 
revealed that there were 14 void or 
defective ballots on the first propo- 
sition and 17 on the second proposi- 
tion and that a total of 427 persons 
voted

County's 195 Gases Of 
Tuberculosis This Year 
Prompts More Seal Seles 



Lake county had 195 of the ap- 
proximately 100,000 new reported 
cases of tuberculosis in the nation 
last year. The Lake County Tu- 
berculosis association which is dedi- 
cated to fighting this serious, com- 
municable disease, must realize it3 
1951 Christmas Seal goal if it is to 
carry out hs plans for a full scale 
battle against tuberculosis In 1952. 

Mrs. Gerard Fossland, Christmas 
Seal chairman, reported that Christ- 
mas Seal proceeds to date total 
$27,127.68 or $22,872.32 less, than the 
county goal of $50,000 the minimum 
needed to carry but the 1952 tuber- 
culosis program of the tuberculosis 
association, which conducted the 
Christmas Seal sale. 

"The response of the Christmas 
Seal sale by the majority of county 
residents has been excellent," Mrs. 
Fossland stated. "All of us are 
grateful to those who have bought 
and used Christmas seals, but we 
urge those who have not yet "done 
so to acknowledge their Christmas 
Seal letters. Meanwhile we are con- 
fident of whole-hearted support by 
the community which will make it . 
possible for the association to put 
all its plans for the new year into 
operation*." 

"Giving support to the annual 
Christmas Seal sale is one way. we 
can all join in the fight against 
tuberculosis," Mrs. Fossland contin- 
ued. "Christmas Seal purchases 
mean ammunition against tubercu- 
losis — a disease which leads all oth- 
er diseases as a cause of death 
among young adults between 15 and 
35." 

The chest clinic sponsored by the 
Lake County Tuberculosis associa- 
tion will not be held at the Sana- 
torium Dec. 24 or Dec. 31. The 
clinic will be held as usual Wednes- 
day and Friday following Christ- 
mas.

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Economic Highlights 

"Senator Robert A. Taft is as confident a candi- 
date for nomination and election to the presidency as 
experienced observers have seen since the early 
Roosevelt campaigns," writes Doris Fieeson in one of 
her Washington columns. "The senator's attitude shows 
that he believes what his managers contend: That he Is 
far out in front of his rivals for the Republican nom- 
ination and that the Truman administration, largely 
because of the tax scandals, is in real trouble." 

The Ohio solon's faith in his own destiny, at least 
so far as gaining the nomination is concerned, is cer- 
tainly justified. No other candidate, actual or poten- 
tial, has anything remotely resembling Taft's efficient 
and politically-astute organization. No one else has 
done so much solid groundwork, or has made him- 
self so clear on the major issues which will dominate 
the next campaign. And no one else has so formid- 
able an array of backers who will control state delega- 
tions at the GOP convention. 

That General Eisenhower has been a disappoint- 
ment to his followers, goes without saying. To quote 
Miss Fleeson again, "So far the Eisenhower campaign 
is not off the ground; perhaps it cannot get off until 
the general makes some overt move to encourage his 
supporters. Right now it has produced more personal 
publicity for its managers than anything else; some- 
thing is lacking to give it momentum and bite." The 
general's position grows more and more equivocal as 
time goes on. He has steadfastly refused to commit 
himself politically, which is certainly understandable 
in the light of his present position. Yet his statements 
have been so phrased that his backers still have logical 
grounds to hope that he will be available for the race 



after all. In any event, It Is clear that ho cannot wait 
much longer If he wants to bo summoned; before much 
more time passes Taft could be in control of enough 
votes to make an Elsenhower nomination unlikely. 

The formal entry or Governor Warren into the 
tussle was not unexpected. The governor has been a 
tremendous vote-getter in his own state of California 
— in the last campaign he won so handily as to make It 
virtually no contest. He is a middle of the roador-* 
what some call a "New Deal Republican." He Is 
strongly opposed to Taft, and his declaration Is In part 
based on a "Stop Taft" philosophy. At the same time, 
he could very well be tapped for the candidacy If the 
Taft and Eisenhower forces deadlocked and prevented 
the nomination of cither man. This Isn't likely now, 
but it's a far cry from impossible. 

Once more, reports are making the rounds that 
President Truman has definitely decided not to run, 
and will so state around the first of the year. His 
choice for the Democratic nomination, the reports con- 
tinue, Is Chief Justice Vinson. Fly in the ointment is 
that many influential Democrats arc very cold to the 
Vinson idea. Another fly is that Justice Vinson may 
be well-satisfied with his life-time position as chief 
of the highest tribunal in the land, and so may not 

want to take to the unpredictable political wars

The Low Down from Hickory Grove 

Now and then I will get up my nerve— venture 
out a 100 or 200 miles on the highway. So far I have 
made It back home. I marvel that 1 actually came 
through unscathed. 

Why will folks at the steering wheel— young ones 
and spavins, male and female — cross a double, do-not- 
cross, line. First, I reckon it must be that they ore 
not too hefty in the belfry,, to begin with— a head-on 
collision is as apt to kill or maim the dumb driver as 
it is to kill the innocent ones who can't avoid the killer. 
Maybe the guy or dame has hoisted one too many 
short beers blended with fire water mixes, and don't 
know whether it is a double line or one line or a flock 
of lines they are barging over in their flamboyant 
fashion. How these guys and dames got their drivers' 
license in the first place, is a 5 buck question.

The pinata, Christmas custom so 
long observed by the happy child- 
dren of Mexico, is gradually spread- 
ing into the United States. 

Although it performs year-round 
duty in the land south of the border, 
the pinata is busiest during the 
Mexican Christian festival that lasts 
from December 10 to January 6. In 
America, it is used in various parts 
of the country only at Christmas 
time. 

The pinata is made of thin, fragile 
clay, and is filled with sweetmeats 
and trinkets before being suspended 
from the ceiling. 

. Each of the guests, not always 
only just children— is blindfolded 
and given a stick.* The object is to 
swing "the sticks overhead until 
someone shatters the pinata, send- 
ing .the delicious contents pouring 
out, whence a mad scramble takes 
place for the spoils. 

The pinata is a great aid in mak- 
ing the long Christmas season tol- 
erable for Mexican- children. Tradi- 
tion decrees that they must wait 
until the final day of the 21-day 
Christmas season to receive their 
gifts.

™ home will hove a Christmas 
tree this year. Traditional and sym- 
bolic as the trees "a re, they present 
a great fire hazard, and should be 
carefully watched. ' 

Remember that when you bring 
a tree into the house it is going 
to dry up. A freshly-cut tree will 
not take fire. any easier than the 
evergreen trees growing outside, 
but the hazard Increases by the 
hour. For this reason, It is not 
wise to put up the tree too early 
before Christmas day or to -leave 
it too long after the 25th. Trees of 
all kind will become highly inflam- 
mable at the end of a week. 

Families, clubs, .churches or or- 
ganizations that wish to keep their 
trees up longer than a week should 
take special safeguards to keep it 
reasonably safe. ' 

The tree can be kept fresh by 
letting it up in a pan of water. Cut 
off the base of the tree at an angle 
at least one inch above the original 
cut and keep it standing in water 
during the entire period it remains 
in the house.' It may be necessary 
to add water from time to time to 
keep the water level above the cut. 

Place the tree well away from 
itoves, radiators, and other sources 
of heat, When you smoke, itay 
away from the tree. Also be sure 
that the tree is secured in such a 
way that it cannot fall. Da not put it 
near a doorway where it might 
block an ivenue of escape, should a 
fire occur.

Christmas Was Once 
Holiday That Moved 
About on Calendar 

Christmas was once a movable 
feast. The eastern branches of the 
Christian church usually celebrated 
it in April or May. Western Europe 
sometime in January. 

In 337 A.D.. St. Cyril, bishop 
of Jerusalem, set out to make the 
date universal. With the permission 
of Pope Junius I, he appointed a 
commission to determine, if pos- 
sible, the precise date of Christ's 
nativity The theologians of the 
Church finally' agreed upon Decem- 
ber 29, and -since the year 354 this 
date has been celebrated.' 

Members of the Greek, Russian 
and Ukrainian Orthodox churches 
In the 20th century observed the 
date of January 7, because .they 
use the Julian calendar, which lilts 
December "35 on that data by our 
calendar.

Look at the paintings on the 
Christmas cards you send and 
receive — you'll find famous 
names and some of the best 
contemporary art. Here Is how 
It all began. 

On* a December day In 1846, a 
middlccloss Englishman, Henry 
Cole, sat at the library desk of his 
London home addressing to his 
friends what were probably the first 
Christmas cards ever printed. The 
cards depleted a Victorian family as* 
semblcd at the festive board and the 
traditional Christmas customs of 
giving to the poor. They also bore 
the now-classic greeting: "A Merry 
Christmas and a Happy New Year 
to you." 

Cole, in a historic move, two 
months before had commissioned 
John Colcott Horsley, a Royal

Academy artist, to paint the illus- 
tration for' the card and had struck 
off a thousand lithographed copies. 
He dispatched them that December. 
This was such a markedly success- 
ful stroke of good will that plain 
Henry Cole subsequently became 
Sir Henry Cole. 

Horsley's art was a far cry from 
today's Chrlstmos card paintings, 
but he started a cycle which a hun- 
dred years later was to bring fine 
art into high favor on Christmas 
cards, 

An American shopping for cards 
may select, for Instance, a painting 
called ""Snow Under the Arch" by 
another Royal Academy member — 
Winston Churchill, Britain's war- 
time prime minister and famed 
amateur artist. Or he might choose 
Peter Hurd's "One Night in Winter" 
or "Grandma" Moses' "The White 
Church" or "The Nativity" by 
Alexand er Ross. 

Mistletoe Outlived 
Sinister Meaning 

Mistletoe, once used as a weapon 
of death, is now almost a universal 
symbol of love and peace. 
According to Norse mythology, 

'there' was a god named Balder, 
who personified the sun. Loki, an- 
other god, plotted to destroy Balder. 
Balder's mother, when- she first 
learned of Lokl's intentions to kill 
her son, obtained a promise from 

-all living things that they would not 
harm Balder. All agreed, ' but the 
mistletoe, so it was with a mistle- 
toe arrow that Loki induced Bald- 
er's blind brother, HodeT, to kill 
the sun god. 

Higher powers Intervened how- 
ever, and Balder was restored to 
life. The mistletoe was placed 
under Frigga's care, and the 
mother of Balder saw that it was 
never again used to do harm. 

The custom of giving a kiss of 
love or peace beneath the mistletoe 
is an assurance that it will never 
again be used as an instrument 
of evil. 

' The word "carol" is supposed to 
be derived' from the Italian word 
"caroli", meaning "a song of de- 
votion."
